phate of iron, as it is more properly 
called. 
This costs about three cents 
a pound and can be secured from 
druggists or seed stores. 
Dissolve 
three-quarters of a pound in a gallon 
of w ater and spray 
the 
dandelion 
plants thoroughly. 
An ordinary sprin 
kling can will get results, but it is 
much better to use a sprayer that 
throw’s a very’ fine mist-like spray 
Use it while the sun is shining on the 
plants. 
ft will get practically all of the dan­ 
delion leaves and blossoms. 
No dam­ 
age will be done to the grass, aside 
from blackening the tips. 
Digging dandelions out is practical­ 
ly 
impossible, 
but 
this 
spraying 
scheme is very effective. 
Plantains and other weeds must be 
pulled and burned before they blos­ 
som. 
Ants are best destroyed by pouring 
a little carbon bisulphide in each hole 
and covering it with earth so that the 
fumes cannot escape. 
The best way to kill moles is with 
special mole traps. 
Angle worms a re beneficial to a 
lawn unless present in great numbers. 
Carbon bisulphide will kill them, too. 
Cut worms are destroyed by soaking 
the infected area with a solution o;1 
arsenate of lead, one pound to a bar­ 
rel of water. 
Their presence is indi­ 
cated bv patches of dead grass. 
The 
little white worms will 
be 
fount 
among the graas roots.

Lime, for egg shells, is supplied in 
crushed oyster shells, plaster or m ar 
hie grit. 
Grinding m aterial m u st be had, and 
m arble grit 
serves

Charcoal is an excellent corrective 
for digestive disorders. 
W ater is ju st as n ece ssary for fowl* 
as for hu m a n s and it should be clear 
and always available.

would get me discharged.” 
‘‘I asked if Dr. Russell had settled 
on 
som ething definite,” said Thaw, 
“and he (A nhut) said he had, and I 
said the money was much m ore than 
I expected to pay; th a t I was not in 
a position w here I could pay it.” 
Thaw’ aid that in all he had spent 
$65,000 in efforts to procure his re ­ 
lease.

Burial Place of Porter Clay. 
In the old cemetery at Camden, A r­ 
kansas, the body of Porter Clay, broth­ 
er of Henry Clay, has reposed since 
his death in I SGO. 
He wras admitted 
to the bar in Kentucky, became state 
auditor, but began to preach in tho 
Baptist churches, and in time conse­ 
crated himself to that work. 
Finally 
he removed with his family to Illinois, 
where a dispute with his church au­ 
thorities compelled him to resign a 
pastorate. 
Soon afterward he became 
a wandering evangelist, going to Cam­ 
den in that capacity and founding & 
church.

cd iii 1474, and may have been printed j 
either at Cologne or in Bruges. 
In 
147T> Caxton 
printed 
another work j 
translated from the French, 
its title ; 
was “The Game and the Plave of the \ 
Chesso.” This was the second printed I 
English book. 
Caxton left Bruges in j 
174(1. and set up his press in West­ 
minster, England. 
Such is one ac-, 
count, but other authorities hold that j 
the book on ch* ss 
was 
printed at j 
W estminster and was the first hook j 
printed in England. There is no com-j 
plete history of printing in the Eng­ 
lish language, though T. L. de Vinne’s f 
“The Invention of Printing,” and Rob 
ort Hoe’s “A Short History of th** 
Printing Press,” might he of use to 
you. 
Any good bookseller should be 
able to get them for you.

The quickest and most satisfactory 
way to stock these boxes is to buy 


potted plants from the florist and 
transplant them.

sturdy than plants grown from seed 
iii the boxes and they bloom much 
earlier. 
The cost is prohibitive in 
many cases, however, and almost any 
annual flowers will grow from seed 
in such boxes. 
Geraniums are probably the most 
satisfactory flowering plants for the 
formal window' box, arui 
they 
are 
very widely used. 
Foliage plants are 
excellent and withstand the hot after­ 
noon sun better than flowering plants. 
Ferns do well in shaded locations. 
Small plants of English Ivy, Wan­ 
dering Jew and many of the smaller 
vines are useful for draping effects 
and we have seen some of the larger 
growing animal vines, such as Wild 
Cucumber, Scarlet Runner Beans and 
Morning Glory, used in window' boxes 
with excelent results, the long, grace­ 
ful vines, either climbing in the usual 
way or trailing down over the side of 
the box. 
Hanging baskets, either fern balls, 
moss baskets, or boxes, can be hung 
in any sheltered location, and they 
are very satisfactory. We recommend 
the use of self-watering hanging bas­ 
kets, as the ordinary hanging device 
is inconvenient to handle. 
Remember that success with boxes 
demands lots of water 
every 
day, 
three times as much as you would 
give the same plants in a bed.
